Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  apologise  for  the  delay  in  presenting  this  Report  and 
hope  the  members  will  appreciate  the  difficulties  the  Department 
has  had  to  face,  especially  the  loss  of  Mr.  Astley  who  joined  the 
R.A.F.  in  October,  1941. 

The  vital  statistics  continue  to  be  satisfactory  with  the  exception 
of  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  and  illegitimate  births  which  are  up 
again,  in  other  respects  the  health  of  the  population  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  The  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate  are  both  down. 
The  general  nutrition  of  the  population  appears  to  be  good. 
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The  most  serious  difficulties  that  have  arisen  are  in  the  ante 
natal  services.  The  proportion  of  ante  natal  mothers  attending 
the  Clinics  has  increased.  We  had  six  midwives  working  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  three  of  these  resigned — two  of  them  had 
not  been  able  to  carry  on  their'  duties  owing  to  ill-health  for  some 
time  during  the  early  pari  of  the  year.  We  were  unable  to  fill  the 
vacancies  during  1941.  As  usual  we  had  the  services  of  two  mid¬ 
wives  from  the  District  Nursing  Association.  In  spite  of  these 
difficulties  the  materity  services  have  been  satisfactorily  main¬ 
tained. 


Again  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  various  Committees  for  their  patience  during 
trying  times,  and  my  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Staff.

The  number  of  persons  resident  in  the  Oldbury  area  at  Mid¬ 
summer,  1941,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was  49,390. 
The  "  natural  increase/'  or  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  1941,  278  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Old¬ 
bury  area.  Of  these  14  were  deaths  of  persons  who  were  not 
usually  resident  in  the  district,  while  229  Oldbury  residents  died  in 
various  places  outside  the  district.  Therefore  the  aggregate  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  amongst  the  population  belonging  to  the  district  was 
493,  representing  a  death  rate  of  9.98  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population.  In  1940  there  occurred  544  deaths  and  the  rate  was 
11. 17. 

Of  the  493  deaths,  58  were  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  the 
resultant  infantile  mortality  rate  being  70.47  per  thousand  live 
births. 

The  number  for  1940  was  45  and  the  rate  49.34  per  thousand 
births.

Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  the  Borough  was  served  by  three  Centres, 
viz.: — Oldbury,  Langley  and  Warley.  Two  sessions  were  held  per 
week  at  each  Centre,  and  one  session  per  week  is  held  for  Ante¬ 
natal  work  at  each  Centre. 

628  babies,  or  75.18%  of  the  total  births  in  the  area,  were 
brought  to  the  Centres,  and  in  addition  there  were  246  new  cases 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5  years.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  105  cases  during  1941  as  compared  with  91  cases 
during  1940.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease.  9  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital.  Scarlet  Fever  anti-toxin  is  available  to 
medical  practitioners,  free  of  charge.  45,000  units  were  supplied 
to  them  during  the  year  as  compared  with  24,000  units  for  the 
previous  year. 


Diphtheria. 

During  1941  71  cases  occurred  and  there  were  6  deaths  com¬ 
pared  with  50  cases  in  1940  and  4  deaths.  65  cases  were  removed 
to  hospital. 

432,000  units  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin  were  supplied  to  medical 
practitioners  during  the  year  as  compared  with  248,000  units  in 
1940. 


Pneumonia  and  Influenza. 

105  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  and  11  were  removed  to 
hospital.  32  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  7  from  influenza  were  re¬ 
corded,  as  compared  with  65  notifications  and  29  deaths  during 
1940. 


Erysipelas. 

<  There  were  12  cases  notified  as  compared  with  10  for  the 
previous  year. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

199  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  643  cases  of  measles  were 
notified  during  the  year,  none  of  which  it  was  found  necessary  to 
send  to  hospital.  2  deaths  from  measles  and  2  from  whooping 
cough  wrere  recorded  during  the  year. 


Cerebro-spinai  Fever. 

16  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  17  for  the  previous 
year.  15  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  there  were  5  deaths 
recorded.
